We herewith submit. our Annual Report ee ite 
to Sept. 1, 1915 

We are now conducting our schools ander the 
new laws passed by the last legislature and aithough 
they may be considered by many as extremely radical, 
we must submit. 

'. This is a’small town and money comes hard, but 
with the increasing of everything pertaining to educa- 
tion, and the altering of our school houses to meet the 
new demands of sanitary conditions, we shall have to 
dig deep into our pockets. 

Our last appropriation was not large enough to 
meet the requirements of the State board for state 
aid and rebates for high school tuition and qualified 
teachers so we are obliged to increase our budget. 

We are obliged to raise and assess $2.00 per pupil 
residing in town for State wide supervision. This year 
it amounted to $230.00.,Next year it will be about ae 
same, probably. a 

Heretofore we have had the Literary Fund to ap- 
ply to school expenses, but we shall a have it in Be 
future. : 

We assessed a tax of $3.50 on $1000.00 of valua- 
tion last year, but we shail have to assess a tax of $5.09 
this year for 1920 and 1921, thereby receiving State Aid 
for all costs over our appropriation for Schoc] money. 

As our assessment of $5.00 will amount to $4071, 
our budget calls for practically the same amount of 
school money ($4084.00. } 

In addition to the $5.00 tax we must raise money 
for High-school, officers’ salaries, school house re-con- 


co) : pee es, Am ; i, Bie fe BAR 
struction, and repairs in excess of 5 per cent of school 
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money. Our houses have got to be re-constructed or 
at least altered considerably and it is doubtful if the 
aimount called for will be sufficient.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the Board of Education of the School] District of 
Windham, N. H.; 


I herewith submit a brief report on the school 
situation in town. 

As my connection with the schools has been of so 
short duration, I can speak only of the work that has 
been done since September, and of the plans and pro- 
spects of future work. 

Two of the schools opened September 2 but 
because of the lack of teachers, the school at No. 5 
did not open till September 16, while that at No. 2 
opened October 6. The attendance has been fairly 
good with the exception of one or two individuals and 
the children of one French family. 

The school at No. 1 was closed for about two 
weeks on account of scarlet fever and the fact that 
all the children had been exposed to it. Unfortunately 
one child died. 

The present membership of the schools is 62. Ii 
is probably impractical to suggest the concentration 
of these schools, but if it were possible to do this, much 
more efficient work could be done with one less, pos- 
Sibly two less teachers. As it is each teacher must try 
to do all the work of the eight elementary grades. To 
do this most efficiently requires previous training, natu- 
ral ability, and experience. We should endeavor to co- 
operate with the teachers, giving them whatever en- 
couragement and assistance that we can. Theirs is 
the real task. I feel that the most important work I 
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can do is to aid and direct the teachers so that they — 
may'do better teaching. The School Board and 
parents can do much by giving encouragement and 
co-operation. 

The buildings need considerable attention in order 
to make them conform to the requirements of the 
State Board. Special appropriation should be made 
for any special improvements. In planning these im- 
provements three things should be kept clearly in 
mind,—the lighting, the heating and ventilating, and 
toilet arrangements. The State Department has 
made clear and definite requirements in regard to 
these, and it ought not to be difficult to meet those 
requirements. 

The immediate need of the schools is to raise 
the standard of the work, and the standard of the 
grades. This cannot be done in a day, but requires 
time. The teachers are working well, and are an. 
xious to do just what is expected of them and welcome 
Suggestions for improvement. The pupils are gener- 
ally responding well. I anticipate that at the end of 
the year a good year’s work will have been done. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the 
Board for their co-operation and generous support.
